Reports to hand imdioate 
that shippers who hold warehouse 
receipts for seed oats. are re 
coiving ten to fifteen cents per bushel 
in advance of the ‘trade price for 
commercial oats. The difliculty 
in securing an abundant supply of 
seed oats in these terminal elevators 
has been due to the prevalence | of 
(wild oats and barley gs impurities 
which prevents No. 2 Canada West- 
ern oats being accepted for sced.

Gir Sam Hughes Starts to 
Front on Service With 

: Canada's forces 


Cabled For By British War 
Office Authorities, It 
Is Understood 

Ottawa, March 9. Gen. Sir Sam 
Hughes left Ottawa to-day at noon 
on the first stage of his journey to 
France, where he will join the Cana- 
dian troops. Gen. Hughes will ad- 
dress Montreal board of trade this 
afternoon and to-night will leave for 
New York. After a few days’ rest he 
will start for the old land. 

Gen. Hughes had not planned to 
leave for Europe until the end of 
May or early in June, but it is un- 
derstood that he was, recently cabled 
for by the British war office authori- 
ties, apparently in view of huge war 
developments on the western front, 
in which the three Canadian army 
divisions now at the front are likely 
to play a very important part. The 
imperial authorities desired the pre- 
sence of Canada’s fighting minister 
on the other side. 

GENERAL ON ACTIVE SERVICE 

It is not known here in what capa- 
city Gen. Hughes will sce service, he 
probaply does not know himself. He 
will go direct to London, where he 
will consult with Karl Kitchener and 
the British army council on matters 
which affect the Canadian troops, 
and their share in the terrific and 
probably decisive conflict which is ‘be- 
ing waged on the western front. 

Whether he will take actual com- 
mand of the 100,000 ‘Canadian soldi- 
ers now in Flanders or join Gen. 
Haig’s general staff will not likely be 


settled until he mects the British 
army council in London. One_thiny 
that seems certain is that Gen. 
Hughes will not return to Canada 


without seeing some real fighting. 
ANXIOUS FOR FRAY 


It is an open secret that the min- 
ister of militia has been anxious to 
vet into the fray. That he will be ¢n- 
thusiastically received by the Canadi- 
an soldiers now in the trenches goes 
without saying. 

They have as much confidence in 
“Sam’’ as he has in them, which is 
saying g lot. Before leaving at noon 
Gen- Hughts attended for a short 
time the government caucus in the 
Victoria museum and was given an 
enthusiastic farewell. He addressed 
the caucus for-a few minutes. Gen. 
Hughes will be accompanied to the 
front by Capt. John Bassett as aide 
de camp. Hon. C. EB. Kemp will be 
acting minister during his absence. 

ACCUSES SIR SAM 

Ottawa, March ¥.—F. B. Carvell 
made g sensation in the house this 
afternvon by a furious attack on Gen 
eral Sir Sum Hughes and Col. J. W. 
Allison. He charged that Ucneral 
Hughos had left Ottawa because he 
did not have the manhood to face 
the charges he was making. He said 
he was responsible more than any 
other man in the government for ‘let 
ting $22,000,000 fuse contracts at in- 
flated prices in the United States, 
when the material could have been 
made in this country. Col. Allison, 
he said, was responsible for letting 
the contracts. 

“It all comes back,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
the same dirty trail of Col. Allison 
and there are not many dirty trails 
he has not trodden in the past year’ 
He said that Col. Allison was being 
watohed. 


GENERAL WISHED TO REPLY 


Ottawa, March 9.—The anpounce- 
ment made last night that General 
Hughes, minister of militia, would 
leave the capital to-day and would 
not return until he had visited the 
front, came as a surprise to the ma- 
jority of the members of the house 
to-day. 

That Premier Borden and General 
Hughes knew of the approaching de- 
parture of the minister on Tuesday 
night is evident ‘because vf the desire 
expressed by the latter to reply to 
the opposition criticism of the shell 
committee before the house rose. 
This he could not do, however, 1, be- 
cause of the intervention of Ash Wed- 
nesday. . 

The view most generally accepted 
is that the reasons for General 
Hughes’ departure for lngland and 
France are such that it is not in the 
public interest that, there should be a 
definite statement at present. The 
general left at noon for New York, 
having previously attended a govern- 
ment caucus.

PREMIER ASQUITH 
AND HOME PRODUCTS 


A Remarkable Speech—Home Produc- 
tion Makes For National Con- 
servation Resources 


One of the strongest pleas for the 
support of hom industry was made by 
Mr. Asquith recently in the House of 
Commons. During his speech he sald: 

“The intention and object with 
which these taxes are put forward is 
of a very different kind, and entirely 
without prejudice to the general ques- 
tion between free trade and what is 
called fiscal reform. The object—and 
a very important object—is, on the 
one hand, to diminish or discourage 
the consumption of superfluous or un- 
necessary commodities of a luxurious 
kind, but still more— and this to my 
mind, is the really important point— 
to discourage unnecessary importa- 
tion. In the conditions under which 
we now live everything that comes 
into this country from abroad which 
{s not absolutely needed for the sus- 
tenance or carrying on of the indus- 
try of our population, involving, as it 
does, a corresponding obligation on us 
to export, tends still further to dis- 
turb and depress the exchanges, and 
therefore to embarrass the conduct of 
the war and the provision of the finan- 
cial resources which are absolutely 
necessary for its successful prosecu- 
tion.” 

Canada has carried to a greater ex- 
treme than almost any other country 
the reckless habtt of buying more 
abroad than she sells. It is true that 
we are remedying our fault in this 
Hirection and that our formerly ad- 
verse trade balance is being rapidly 
transformed into a favorable trade 
balance. Our imports are falling and 
pur exports are rising, but our im- 
ports are still too large. Consumers 
In Canada should take Mr. Asquith’s 
advice and determine to buy goods 
made in their own (country rathet 
father than to send abroad huge sums 
of money which are sorely needed at 
home. 

Those who have criticised the 
“Made-in-Canada” policy while it has 
been advocated in Canada during the 
past few years, would do well to pon- 
der carefully over the remarks of the 
greatest Prime Minister Great Britain 
has ever had.

PAWNSHOP BUSINESS 
HAS HUMOROUS SIDE 


Pathos and Comedy Rank Side by 
Side In the Daily Work of 
English “Uncles” 


The war has brought the English 
pawnbroker a new class of clients. 
From time immemorial “Uncle” has 
been the recipient of little family 
secrets. Tragedies, comedies, farces 
and dramas in miniature have daily 
been unfolded before his gaze to such 
an extent that he has become oblivious 
to human emotions. But now faces he 
has never seen before crowd timidly 
through the narrow doorway, which 
is: always located up a screening pas- | 
sage, tead of demanding a definite 
sum ter an article offered in pledge, 
the new customer nervously asks, 
“How much will you lend me on this?” 
That phrase identifies the amateur in 
pawnshop lore. 

Women clients predominate. The 
husband has gone to the war. Behind 
him he has left a lot of seemingly 
useless things. The woman at home. 
needs money, and the War Office pay- 
ments are not always punctual. But 
she cannot bring herself to part with 
poor Tom’s property outright, so she 
strikes the middle course, and pawns 
it. In “uncle’s” keeping it is quite 
safe, and the interest only works out 
at two cents per month on every dol- 
Jlar advanced. “This is the sort of 
thing we get_in pawn now,” said an 
avuncular relative carrying on a big 
business. “This” was the bottom half 
of the off foreleg of a famous race- 
horse, stuffed, and forming a useful 
article to prop open a door, or tap 
a burglar over the head with. “I lent 
a dollar on that to a soldier’s wife,” 
said “uncle,” “though what earthly 
use it is to me I don’t know. 

“One of my most regular customers, 
before the war broke out,” he went 
on, ‘‘was a fine, strapping young fel- 
low, not long married. I don't know 
what business he followed, but I do 
know that money burned holes in his 
pockets. A dress suit, a typewriter, 
pictures, a watch, and some rings were 
only a few of the articles he pawned 
here, and on one occasion he made a 
serious attempt to pawn his fox ter- 
rier dog!” At length he had quite 
fifty articles in pawn, and used to be 
here several times a week. Then 
he joined the army, and now the young 
wife is redeeming the things one by 
one out of her separation allowance 
against his return. 

“Women who are hard up will pawn 
almost everything except their wed- 
ding rings. Several times, just by 
way of a test, I have refused the ar- 
ticle offered {n pledge by a soldier's 
wife, and have offered a loan on the 
wedding ring. Not one has yet ac- 
cepted my offer. But I’ve had sol- 
diers’ suits galore. One woman had 
news that her husband was coming 
home on leave’ unexpectedly. She 
rushed here to get his best suit out, 
thinking he might want it. A few 
days later she came to re-pledge it. 
‘He’ll never want it again,’ she said 
sadly, ‘he’s heen killed. Had the news 
from the War Office yesterday.’”

Columbus, N.M.,

and held possession of the town for 
an hour and a half. Driven off by 
three troops of the 13th Cavalry, 
they retreated at 6 o'clock leaving 
part of the town in flamcs. A large 
nurfer of Mexicans were killed. 
Their bodies dottcd the streets where 
they had been posted, picking off 
Americans as they emerged pellmell 
out of buildings and hot-ls. There 
appeared to ve no wound d. Several 
guests were burned to deaty in the 
Central hotel, which was one of the 
first buildings fircd by \ila’s men. 


AMERICAN VICTIMS 


Mr. and Mrs. Milton James anil J. 
S. Dean, merchant, were later added 
to the list of the Americans killed. 

Mexican bandits standing outside 
the flaming building shot down A. L. 
Ritchie, proprietor of the hotel, and 
W. R. Walker, a guest, as they at- 
tempted to dash out of the door. 
Both were dead when dickcd up later 

C. C. Miller, owner of a drug store 
was shot as he tried to enter the 
door of the Hoover hotel, un adobe 
structure whose mata sroceuted 
a score of cowering women and chil- 
dren who remained in the roms 
while a howling mob of bandits surg- 
ed through the surrounding streets. 


U. S. SOLDIERS KILLED 


Although they first attacked the 
camp of the 13th cavalry it sulleved 
little. A numer of American suntiers 
were killed and wounded and a num- 
ber of cavalry horses ridden off by 
the Mexioans as they fled biaek to- 
ward Mexico after daylight.

Paris, March 9.—The Germans have 
been repulsed between Douaumont 
and the village of Vaux after several 
heavy attacks accompanied by in- 
tense artillery fire and violent  in- 
fantry assaults, according to the 
French ofticial statement, which says 
the attackers were completely  de- 
feated after having penetrated the 
village of Vaux.
